CONGRESS 10 MEET APRIL 16

Wilson Issues Call for Extra Session
to Consider Important Matters—
Up to Germany Now,

Washington, March. 10.—Tresident
Wilsen from a sick bed today ordered
the arming of Amerfcan  merchant
ships agulnst Germany's ruthless sub-
marine warfire amd at the same time
issued a procipmation calling an extra
sessfon of Congress o meet April 16,

The President’s declslon came sud-
denly this afterncon, following the ne-
tion of the Sehate yesterday in revis-
ing its miles to permit prompt action
on dmpottant gquestions and the sub-
migsion of formal opinions by Seere-
tary Lunsing and Attorney  CGoneral
Gregory that he his the power Lo arm
merchantmes without aotion by Con-
Bress,

Deetadls of the govornment's armed
neutrality plins for defending the maoer-
chignt marine were withheld to avoid
endiungering Amerieans and their ships
by permitting the information Lo reach
Germany,  The only statement at the
White House pnd the navy depart-
ment wis that the Prestdent was de.
termined to [ully protect American
rights,

The Unavoidable Step.

The decision coming at the end of o
period of tense waiting, waxs gonerally
Halled as the patural and unavoidable
next step In the poliey adopted by the
President when he broke off diplo-
matie relations with Germany  and
gave warning that the United States
could not tolerate attacks on Ameriean
whips and eitizens in violastion of in-
ternational law,

Fraugnt with the grave possibllity
of war with Germony, the actlon was
taken by President Wilson only after
he was convinced that Germany act-
ually was proceeding with her cam-
puigr of ruthlessness and made efforts
to plot with Mexleo and Japan agalnst
the territoriul integrity of the Unlted
Stated,

SMALL RESERVES OF GRAIN

Washington, March 85 — Farmers
held only 101,265,000 bushels of whea
on March 1, about 140,000,000 less
than & vear ngo, and 51,000,000 less
than two years ago, according to a
report issued today by the Depurtment
of Agricuiture.

Farm reserves of corn are 780,000,
000 bushels, 341,000,000 lesn than a
vear ago, and 121,000,000 less than
WO years ngo.

Farmers hold 894,660,000 bushels of
oats, 202,000,000 milllon less thun a
year ngo, and 14000,000 more than
lwo yoears Rgo.

Both the wheat and corn reserves
are the =mallest reported in more
than ten yeara.
